In 1879 the work of the Golden Gate Kindergartens • was 
started in the Bible Class of Mrs. Sarah B. Cooper. It 
was her cherished work and grew rapidly under her leader- 
ship. It began with one Kindergarten, others being added 
steadily from that time until 1896. During this period the 
five Stanford Kindergartens were started and endowed, the 
five Hearst classes and the Pope and Walker classes were 
organized and regularly supported, and together these Kin- 
dergartens form the backbone of our present organization. 
The J. Sheldon Lux Potter and the Wilmerding, Lester Norris 
and Osgood and Grace Bradley Memorial Kindergartens were 
organized at this time and maintained until the fire, since 
which only the former has been restored. There were other 
Kindergartens, memorial and otherwise, supported from leg- 
acies or subscriptions, included in our system for varying 
periods of time, but not permanently provided for. Amongst 
these were the Wm. N. Steuben, the Two Friends and the 
Helping Hand. 

The financial panic in 1893 cut down the income of the 
Association, making it necessary to draw upon the reserve 
to maintain the work. By 1897 the reserve had been so far 
reduced that a corresponding reduction of outlay was neces- 
sary, and, with this end in view, several classes that were 
under the protection of the Association were given up, and, 
wherever it was possilbe to do so, small classes were consoli- 
dated. From that time until 1906 there was no change in

the number of Kindergartens, the policy of Mrs. Cyrus Walker^ 
who followed Mrs. Cooper as President and served for seven 
of the intervening years, being to strengthen rather than to 
expand, to bring up the standard in all directions, to empha- 
size the educational side of the work and to spend the money 
carefully but liberally in carrying out her plans. The beauti- 
ful Hearst Building, in which all the Hearst classes were 
housed, belongs to this period. It was a large and delightful 
building, a model for its purpose, and was the society's chief 
loss in the great fire. During these years the Association was 
further strengthened by legacies from Charles Mayne and 
Louis Sloss and an endowment from Emily T. Pope, and times 
were very prosperous. 

In 1906, the Kindergartens were practically all destroyed 
and the income of the society cut down. Now, after four 
and a half years of reconstruction, the status of affairs before 
the fire has been almost restored — most nearly so in the num- 
ber of children enrolled, less so in the comfortable housing 
of the classes and in the matter of subscriptions from the 
public. The large bequest that has come to us in these later 
years was received from Charles Doe, and it has been our 
mainstay during the period of reconstruction ; and from Mrs. 
Florence Frank has come a legacy which was her final gift 
to a loved work. 

It will be seen from the foregoing that the Golden Gate 
Kindergarten Association has passed through two crises 
safely, and from the President's report which follows this 
sketch, will be gathered its present condition and plans for 
the future. 
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Presidents Report 



New Kindergartens and Changes in Kindergartens. — 
l)he changes in our little educational system during the years 
1909 and 1910 have been as follows : Three new Kindergartens 
in public school buildings, the removal of one Kindergarten 
from its old quarters to the neighboring public school, the 
purchase of a small building that we might continue to occupy 
it, the closing of one class, and lastly, the opening of a class 
in November, 1909, and the closing of it a year later that we 
might make another public school connection. 

Each of these changes requires a few words of comment : 

1. The Kindergarten in the Golden Gate Public School 
was opened in January, 1910. It has been satisfactory to us 
from the first and is the only one of our Kindergartens in a 
modern public school building. In November, seventeen chil- 
dren from the Hebrew Orphan Asylum came to us by request 
of their board, and they have been a very welcome addition 
to the little group. We have given this Kindergarten the 
name of Sarah B. Cooper, in memory of the founder of the 
Association. 

2. In July, was opened the new class at the Washington 
Irving Public School, on Broadway, near Sansome Street. 
A number of Italian citizens x>etitioned the Board of Educa- 
tion for a Kindergarten in this thickly settled portion of their 
colony, and the Board passed on the request to the Kinder- 
garten Board, offering them the use of a room in the school. 
Before complying, a committee met two representatives of the 
Italians interested and received from them an assurance of 
help in the troublesome matter of financial support. The as- 
surance was not very definite and it took a good deal of unbusi- 
nesslike faith to go ahead, but we did go ahead, and happily

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and appreciates the necessity of placing public Kindergartens 
where they will not interfere with those of the Golden Gate 
Association, but rather supply the need in new neighborhoods. 

Co-operation With Settlements. — The kindergartens at the 
San Francisco Settlement and the Potrero Nurses' Settlement 
have brought about a happy co-operation between these or- 
ganizations and ours, and we are indebted to them for many 
kindnesses to the kindergarten children. The Telegraph Hill 
Neighborhood House has given the regular care and super- 
vision of their trained nurses in the Hearst Kindergartens on 
Union Street, bringing up the standard of health among the 
children. This service on their part is highly appreciated by 
our Association and our thanks go to them in full measure. 

Finances. — In the matter of financial support we are enter- 
ing upon our first year since the fire without any Bed Cross 
and Belief money to our credit. We have just accounted to 
the Trustees of the Bed Cross and Belief for their second 
grant, made at the end of 1909, and wish here to make public 
acknowledgment of it, and of the great help it and the first 
grant have been to the Kindergartens during these hard years. 
The income which was ours previous to 1906 has never been 
fully re-established, but the last two years have brought us 
some encouragement. In the first place our Christmas dona- 
tions have been most generous, the Merchants Exchange has 
returned to its custom, which originated twenty-six years ago, 
of taking up a collection for the Kindergartens at their annual 
meeting, and the invested funds of the Miranda Lux Trust 
have resumed payment, assuring partial support for the Lux 
Kindergarten and permitting the restoration of the name of 
one who was amongst the earliest supporters of Kindergartens 
and a Director of this Association. Gradually the names of 
familiar subscribers have returned to our books and given us 
hope, but the renewal has been slow, and we must look for 
better help in better times, if all our Kindergartens are to be 
maintained and a healthy year's growth assured.

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Bequirehsnts for Admission. — ^Applicants for admission 
tshould be at least eighteen years of age, should have good firm 
health, a high school education or general scholarship equal to 
it, musical ability, a deep sincere love of children, and refine- 
ment of character. 

Those holding a teacher's certificate and presenting testi- 
monials of successful experience, or those over twenty years of 
age having had some special pedagogical training for the work, 
may enter to complete the course in one year. Their con- 
tinuance, however, depends upon the maintenance of a satis- 
factory standing. 

All applicants must present credential letters testifying to 
their intellectual and moral fitness for the work. 

Oenebal Information. — ^No entrance examination is re- 
quired, but all students are admitted on probation. A per- 
sonal interview with the applicant is desired, but if this is not 
possible, application for admission should be made by letter 
to the principal. 

All students are required to observe or assist regularly dur- 
ing their entire term of study in Kindergartens under the As- 
sociation, and to attend class session three afternoons of each 
school week. 

Students are required to attend the lectures given before 
the Golden Gate Froebel Association, and to attend special 
lectures delivered on afternoons other than those of their reg- 
ular class sessions.

It 18 expected that all students will be present at the beginning of the 
term. If a student cannot arrange to enter until after the class has 
gone over a portion of the year's work, she must begin at the point where 
she finds it, and to complete the course with the class, she must, before 
the end of the year, make up all the work she has lost. 

A lack of musical ability does not debar the applicant from taking the 
course, but since music is a part of the daily exercises with the children, 
a graduate who does not possess a true sweet voice for singing or who 
cannot read simple music readily and execute it with expression, must 
join forces in teaching with some person who is musical. 

Letters are frequently received making inquiries in reference to the 
possibility of securing places where personal services would pay for per- 
sonal expenses. This is impracticable, unless the young woman has very 
robust health and is capable of despatching work both rapidly and satis- 
factorily, as the practice work in the Kindergarten and the attendance 
upon class session leave little time for such service. 

Boarding places can be obtained by those from a distance for a reason- 
able price. The lowest for respectable surroundings and wholesome fare, 
is six dollars a week. 

PUBLIC KINDEBGABTEN CEBTIFICATE. 

Graduates, by reason of the accredit of the Golden Gate Kindergarten 
Association by State Board of Education, June, 1903, may be granted 
the public Kindergarten certificate by County or City Boards of Educa- 
tion, provided such graduates furnish said boards with a recommendation 
from the Association, dated not more than six months prior to the date 
of application, for such certificate.

OF THE 

Golden Gate Kindergarten Association 



ABTIGLE L 

Name and Objeet. 

Section 1. This organization shall be called the "Golden Gate Kinder- 
garten Association. 

See. 2. _ The object shall be the establishment and maintenance of Free 
Kindergartens in San Francisco and environs; the sustaining of a Free 
Normal Training School for Kindergartners and the further promotion 
of the work among needy, neglected children, as far as possible in pur- 
suance of the Articles of Incorporation of this Association. 

ARTICLE n. 

Membership. 

Section 1. Any person elected by the Board of Directors becomes a 
member by signing these By-Laws and paying dues as provided in Sec- 
tion 2 of this Article. 

Sec. 2. Each member shall pay annually as dues into the Treasury 
of this Association the sum of three ($3.00) dollars. 

Any person who has done special service in the Kindergarten cause 
may, by vote of the Board of Directors, be constituted an honorary mem- 
ber of the Association. 

ARTICLE in. 

Board of Directors and Officers. 

Section 1. The Board of Directors shall consist of fifteen members. 
Vacancies in the Board shall be filled by the Board from the members 
of the Association, and the members so chosen shall be and act as 
Directors until the next annual election of the Board of Directors by the 
members of the Association; it being provided, however, that if a mem- 
ber of the Board of Directors shall be absent from three successive 
meetings of the Board of Directors without previous written excuse, such 
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directorship may be declared vacant and a successor thereto appointed. 
Eight Directors shall constitute a quorum. 

Sec. 2. The officers of the Association shall consist of a President, two 
Vice-Presidents, two Secretaries, and a Treasurer, all of whom shall be 
chosen annually by the Board of Directors at a special meeting imme- 
diately following the election of the Board of Directors, and no notice 
of such meeting need be given. The Board of Directors may, in its dis- 
cretion, elect an Honorary President and such niunber of Honorary Vice- 
Presidents from the members of the Association as they may deem 
proper. 

All elections shall be by ballot. 



ARTICLE IV. 

Meetings. 

Section 1. The annual meeting of the members of the Association 
shall be held on the third Monday in January of each year (beginning 
with A. D. 1904) at the office of the Association in the City and County 
of San Francisco, at the hour of 10 o'clock a. 1£., and at this meeting 
the Board of Directors of the Association for the ensuing year shall be 
elected. Notice of such meeting must be given by publishing ten days' 
notice of same, or by advertising at least once a week for two weeks in- 
some newspaper published in the City and County of San Francisco, and 
the first publication of said notice shall be ten days before such meeting, 
or by mailing a notice to the last known place of residence or business of 
each member at least ten days before such meeting. Twelve members 
shall constitute a quorum at any meeting of the members of the Cor- 
poration, and the election of officers of the Corporation by a meeting so 
constituted shall be as valid as if made at an election at which a majority 
of the members of the Corporation were present and voted. 

Sec. 2. Special meetings of the members may be called by the Presi- 
dent, or by either of the Vice-Presidents, or by six members of the 
Board of Directors, or by twelve members of the Association, and notice 
of such special meetings must be given by publishing ten days' notice 
of the same, or by advertising at least once a week, for two weeks, in 
some newspaper published in the City and County of San Francisco, and 
the first publication of said notice shall be ten days before such meeting; 
or by mailing a notice to the last known place of residence or business 
of each member at least two days before such meeting. 

Sec. 3. The regular monthly meeting of the Board of Directors shall 
be held at the office of the Association, in the City and County of 
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San Francisco, on the second Monday of every month, at the hour of 10 
o'clock A. M., and no notice of such meetings need be given. 

Sec. 4. Special meetings of the Board of Directors may be called by 
the President. 

The President shall call a meeting of the Board of Directors at the 
written request of three members of the Board. 

Sec. 5. Beed's Bules of Order shall be the authority of the Associa- 
tion when the instructions embodied in the Constitution and By-Laws are 
not deemed sufficient to decide questions of a parliamentary nature. 



AETICLE V. 

Duties of the Board of Directors and Officers. 

Section 1. Board of Directors — The duties of the Board of Directors 
shall consist: 

First — ^In the general management of the work of the Association. 
Second — In the annual election of the officers of the Association. 

Sec. 2. President — It shall be the duty of the President to preside at 
all meetings of the Board of Directors; to appoint all committees not 
otherwise provided for by these By-Laws; and to call special meetings 
as heretofore detailed. The President shall be ez-officio a member of all 
standing committees. 

See. 3. Vice-Presidents — The Vice-Presidents, first and second in the 
order named, shall, in the absence of the President, perform the duties 
of the President. 

Sec. 4. Secretaries — It shall be the duties of the Secretaries to keep 
minutes of the proceedings of all meetings of the members, and of the 
Board of Directors; to have the custody of all papers and documents 
of every description belonging to the meeting, and to let none of them 
be taken from the table without the order of the meeting. 

It shall be the duties of the Secretaries to notify the members of the 
Board of Directors of all special meetings at least two days before such 
meeting, personally or by depositing a written notice in the United States 
Postoffice in the City and County of San Francisco addressed to each 
of such members at his or her last known place of business or residence, 
postage prepaid, and such deposit of such notice shall be deemed to be 
service of notice. 

It shall also be the duty of the Secretaries to notify the Chairman of 
each committee of the duties of such committee and the names of all 
members constituting the committee. 
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Sec. 5. Treasurer — ^It shall be the duty of the Treasurer to receive 
all the monies belonging to the Association, and deposit the same at 
such place as may be designated by the Board of Directors; to keep an 
account of all receipts and expenditures, and to submit a monthly report 
of the same at the regular meeting of the Board of Directors, and an 
annual report at the annual meeting. 



AETICLE VI. 

Standing Committees — ^Duties of the Same. 

Section 1. There shall be five Standing Committees, viz.: Executive 
Committee, Auditing Committee, Visiting Committee, Beception Com- 
mittee, and Educational Committee; all of which, with exception of the 
Educational Committee, shall report at the monthly meeting of the 
Board of Directors. 

Sec. 2. Executive Committee — The Executive Committee shall consist 
of five members who shall be selected annually by the Board of Directors 
from the Board of Directors. All vacancies occurring in the committee 
shall be filled by the Board of Directors. Three members shall con- 
stitute a quorum. It shall be the duty of the Executive Committee to 
carry on the work of the Association in the interim of Directors' meet- 
ings, subject, however, to all orders and resolutions of the Board of 
Directors. The committee shall report to the Board of Directors at a 
regular or special meeting. 

Sec. 3. Auditing Committee — The Auditing Committee shall be 
appointed annually by the Board of Directors. It shall consist of three 
members, one of whom shall be a member of the Board of Directors. 
It shall examine the accounts, reports and vouchers of the Treasurer, and 
report on the same when called upon by the Executive Committee to do 
so, and shall examine and report on all claims and accounts against the 
Association previous to their being passed for payment. 

Sec. 4. Visiting Committee — The Visiting Committee shall be ap- 
pointed annually by the President. Each Kindergarten shall have its 
special committee. It shall be the duty of the Visiting Committee to 
visit the Kindergartens at least once a month, making critical inspection 
of the same, and reporting on the progress and needs of the work. It 
shall also be the duty of the Visiting Committee to bring before the 
Board of Directors for their consideration and action, any necessary 
improvements or suggestions in regard to the Kindergartens. 

Sec. 5. Reception Committee. — The Reception Committee shall be 
appointed annually by the President. Chairman of such committee shall

l>e chosen from the Board of IMreetors. It shall be the duty of the 
Beeeption Oommittee to acoompany and welcome to the various Kinder- 
gartens any who may wish to visit the same. 

Sec. 6. Educational Committee — The Educational Committee shall be 
appointed annually by the Board of Directors. It shall be the duty of 
the Educational Committee to assist the officers of the Association with 
counsel and advice in matters pertaining to the educational i>art of the 
work. 

ABTICLE VII. 

Amendments. 

This Constitution and these By-Laws may be altered or amended by a 
two-thirds vote of the members present at any regular meeting of the 
Board of Directors, previous notice of such alteration or amendment 
having been given in writing at the last preceding regular meeting. 
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
